“The Upland Band was first or- 
ganized in the year 1905, when sev-; 
eral local musicians, under the dit- 
rection of Fred W. Wilding, estab- 
lished weekly rehearsals. As time 
went on the band developed into a 
first class musical organization, but 
the success of the organization has 
not been accomplished without con- 
siderable struggle. Finance was one 
of the problems before the manage- 
ment of the band, for from a musi- 
cal point of view and being under 
the direction of Mr. Wilding, the or- 
ganization soon earned’ the reputa- 
tion of being first class in every par- 
ticular. Finance proved an ever-an- 
noying problem, and had it not been 
for the loyalty of Director Wilding 
and members of the band, as well 
as the people of Upland, today’s suc- 
cess would never have been at- 
tained. After several seasons of sup- 
porting the band through popular 
subscription, the people of the city | 
voted a tax for music.” { 

Another bit of history which did’ 
not appear on the program is re-} 
garding the varoius and sundry band-; 
stands, shells, etc., from which the |

They have only one 
thing with which they can buy our 
goods. That thing is securities in 
their productive enterprises. America 
must invest in these, and by so doing 
we will solve the problem of our ex- 
cess production. There is nothing 
new in ‘this; all the great trading 
nations have done the same in build- 
ing up markets for their products.” 
Mr. Drum insisted that the golden 
opportunity of America had arrived.

ing completion of irrigation systems 
will become the property of the 
claimants if Congressman Line- 
berger’s bill for the relief cf these 
entrymen becomes a law. The des- 
ert entrymen have formed the Gov- 
ernment Land Claimants’ \Associa- 
tion, with headquarters in Los An- 
geles, for the purpose of furthering 
this bill. The bill proposes that any 
desert land entryman who is unable 
to get water for his land through no 
fault of his own shall get patent to 
his land upon payment of $1.25 per 
acre to the Land Commissioner. 
Another section of the proposed act 
provides that any desert entry here- 
tofore cancelled shall be restored, if 
the entry comes under the provisions 
of the proposed act. It is believed 
by the claimants that the act will 
do much toward building up the. 
semi-arid regions of the Southwest.

NORMAL JUNE DROP 
HIS is the season of the June 
| drop. It is an anxious time for 
the citrus grower. He is won- 
dering just how far the crop will g0 
and whether he is going to have any 
fruit left to mature into a crop when 
it is all over. As a rule, the trees 
in this section have set a heavy crop, 
and the ‘drop thus far has been nor- 
mal and unless there is a spell of 
abnormal weather no serious results 
from the June drop are looked for. 
A reasonable drop will not be harm- 
ful, as the trees in most of the 
groves set a rather heavy crop, and 
Nature’s thinning process will not 
be harmful; in fact, it will probably 
benefit the quality of fruit that will 
fnally be produced. While the cause 
of the so-called June drop has been 
the subject of months and years 
of patient study on the part of citrus 
srowers, the exact cause of it has 
never been satisfactorily explained. 
While some of the elements enter- 
ing into the situation are well un- 
derstood, experts are still making a 
close study of this trouble that some 
years spells a heavy loss to the git- 
riculturist. The best method of com- 
bating the drop thus far evolved has 
been the Summer cover crop. This 
is being used quite extensively, es- 
pecially in the San Joaquin Valley 
citrus districts,

ANENT THE LEMON MARKET 

N SPITE of the fact that the 
[ reno: market within the past 

few weeks has jumped to a 
high level and demand continues fair 
at present prices, growers should not 
be too optimistic as to the results 
of this price flurry. Based upon sta- 
tistics compiled by an expert, which 
show an average return of $2.39 per 
box on lemon shipments to June 15, 
as compared to an average produc- 
tion, packing and shipping cost of 
$3.40 per box, lemon growers are 
still approximately $4,800,000 short’ of 
realizing the bare costs of the sea- 
son to June 15. It is stated that 
the growers would- have to realize 
an average of $5.11 per box f. o. b. 
Californja from June 15 to November 
1, the end of the season, in order to 
bring the year’s average return to 
the grower up to $3.40, merely the 
production, packing and shipping 
costs. The average return would 
simply balance the books of the 
lemon grower without returning a 
cent of profit on his investment or 
allowing any compensation for his 
year’s labor.

THE TAX PROBLEM 
ILL there be a strike against 
W the payment of the exorbitant 
taxes now being loaded upon 
the shoulders of the taxpayer? Dur- 
ing abnormal times in recent years 
high prices and high taxes were be- 
ing paid through expenditures of 
capital which were reckoned as war 
profits. We have awakened now to 
the fact that if this capital is ever 
returned to uS we must pay it back 
to ourselves.

IN EXPERIMENTAL STAGE 
OR the past 10 years the Bu- 


reau of Crop Estimates has 
gathered statistics on losses in 

State. The figures show that 
the weather, together with insects 
and diseases, causes ‘an average an- 
nual loss of 29 per cent in the case 
of wheat, 32 per cent for corn; 86 per 
cent for flax, 30 per cent for pota- 
toes, 40 per cent for apples, 35 per 
cent for cotton, 25 per cent for 
lemons and oranges, and correspond- 
ing losses for other crops. About 80 
per cent of all this loss ig due to cli- 
matic ageneies—drought, too ‘much 
rain, floods, hail, hot winds and ge- 
vere storms. Crop insurance is not 
to be encouraged if it tends to care- 
less work. It should bring comfort 
and security to the farmer who uses 
his head, who chooses varieties that 
are resistant to disease or drought, 
who plants his crops at the right 
time to fit their whole growth period 
in between the last spring and the 
first fall frost. He must know about 
the trequeney of droughts, exces- 
sively hot and wet seasons and 
frosts, and then use_ his head to 
avoid losses from them. Crop insur- 
ance is still in the experimental 
stage, but it very interesting 
experiment. It is a matter in which 
perhaps no one is wise enough to 
give specific advice to his neighbor, 
At any rate, if Within the next 10 
years a safe and golid basis for 
writing crop insurance is found, one 
of the worst Sambling risks of agri- 
culture will thus be removed.

SHORTAGE OF FRUIT 
PREDICTED THIS YEAR 
The State agents of the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, report that there will be 
a short fruit crop this year. The 
shortage will be fairly general east 
of the Rocky mountains, except in 
portions of Michigan, New York and 
New England. The reports refer par- 
ticularly to stone fruits, such as 
cherries, plums and peaches, but also 
indicate that there will be a material 
shortage of apples and_ grapes, 
though not as extensive as the short- 
age of stone fruits. It is too early, 
the statisticians say, to make an 
estimate of the probable yield of 
blackberries and raspberries. With 
the shortage of stone fruits it is ex- 
pected that the fruit supply for do- 
mestic canning purposes will be lim- 
ited in many sections.

MORE ROAD SIGNS 


In a statement just issued by the 
newly-elected president of the Au- 
tomobile Club of Southern California,

Preparations have just been com- 
pleted by the Auto club for handling 
what is believed will be the greatest 
motoring rush ever before seen in 
the Southern counties during any 
Summer, which is looked forward to 
for July, August and September. 

It is also pointed out by the new 
president that the Auto club has 
ereced and is maintaining more than 
70,000 enamel metal sign posts on 
the roads of this State and on trans- 
continental highways leading into 
Southern California from the Eastern 
States. 

Good news is also contained in 
the announcement that this system 
is to be materially increased during 
the next 12 months. Renovation work 
is now going on in every Southern 
county of California. 

Service departments of the organ- 
ization which are to increase their 
scope of endeavor are the theft bu- 
reau, which has instituted a _ shot- 
gun campaign against auto thieves;

HUNTING LIGENGES 
READY TO ISSUE 


The new hunting licenses of 1921- 
22, due July 1, arrived last week and 
are being issued to fill advance or- 
ders of its numerous sales agents by 
the southern division of the Califor- 
nia Fish and Game Commission from 
its new Los Angeles office, 1119 Pa- 
cific’ Finance building. 

This year the licenses are being 
handled under-a-new accounting sys- 
tem, which necessitates prompt turn- 
ing in of the stubs of the license 
books as fast as sold by the agents. 
These are now so widely scattered 
that licenses are easily procurable 
in every cross-roads store, until no 
hunter or fisher has the slightest 
excuse to be afield without them. 


The new law provides for the same 
10 per cent commission on sales of 
licenses that formerly was limited 
to county clerks, but the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, which 
supplies its 55,000 members through 
its 24 offices, has made a “round 
job” of this service by donating its 
16 per cent to the fish and game 
preservation fund as a most welcome 
addition to a work wherein 10 times 
the available income could be intelli- 
gently spent on the one line of im- 
porting Mexican game birds alone. 
This project the Fish and Game 
Commission is now planning by way 
of bringing up some of the splendid 
species of quail and pheasants “be- 
low the line” to within access of 
Southern California hunting licenses 


Preliminary negotiations already 
have been perfected with our federal 
government and are well advanced 
with the Mexican authorities, whose 
co-operation thus far has been cheer- 
fully and cordially given. It is prob- 
able the first importation will be un- 
dertaken this fall at the proper sea- 
son for best results. 

The new hunting 
June 30, 1922. The first hunting will 
require license August 1, when bucks 
of ‘forked-horns or larger” again be- 
come legal game in the up-coast 
counties of fish and game district. No. 
3, including Kern County west of 
the Ridge road, or Tejon highway, 
as officially known. 

All hunting under the new game 
laws will become illegal on January 
15 next. Thus the new licenses will 
cover the entire hunting privilege 
open to law-abiding men. Rabbit 
hunters will again have to show li- 


}cense after July 29, when new laws 


go into effect all over the State, as 
previously announced by the fish and 
game board.

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L. M. Green, motorman on the Eu- 
culid avenue line of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, was last night found guilty of 
driving his car at an excessive rate 
of speed over the I street intersec- 
tion on the night of June 16 and was 
assessed a fine of $25 by Judge Geo. 
R. Crane, sitting for Judge Geo. R. 
Holbrook, in whose court the case 
was heard by a jury of 12 men. The 
jury brought in its verdict after ~hav- 
ing been out only about 15 minutes.

He told 
of having received complaints to the 
effect that car No. 172 was being run 
through the holiday crowds at a dan- 
gerous speed and of being urged to 
take the speed of the car and make 
an arrest. Instead of doing this, 
however, the officer secured a ma- 
chine and with two deputies visited 
the car in question at the switch 
just above Fourth street on the down 
trip and informing Motorman Green 
and Conductor M. R. Riggs that there 


had been a complaint, requested 
them to use a little extra care. 
treen’s reply, according to Chief 


Hardy, was that he would run his 
ear just as he had been running it, 
and that he had had it under con- 
trol.
